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REMARKS 

This Amcndmenl After Mnal Rejection is subsianlivcly identical to that 
previously filed on April 14, 2008 - with Ihc exception i^f clerical errors now cDrtccted 
with regard to Claitiiy 6-8 (Claim 7 was previously listed as ^^eurrcntly amended", but 
was not amended, and Claims 6 and 8 each had minor typographical errors). 

Tlie Advisory Aciicm slated that ''Claim 7 raises new issues that would require 
ftjrther ccmsidcration and/t)r scarclr. Applicants resoectfuliv submit that Claim 7 was 
NOT amended fotlicr than the clerical error to delete the preamble 'Ihe node o f claim T 
and that tliererore the AAl' filed on April 14. 2008. did NOT ^raisc new issues\ The 
AAF should have been entered when filed on April 14, 2008 accordinpiv such entry is 
now requested feliminatina the need for the aecompanvina RCHL (The AAF, as 
explained below, clearly niaccs the amplication in condition for allowance . 

Claims 1-3, 5-1 I J 3-24 and 62-65 are now pending in this application. Claims 4, 
1 2 and 25-6 1 have been canceled. Claims 1 , 6, 8, 1 6, 23-24 and 62 have been amended. 
Claims 1,8, 16 and 62 are independent claims. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the indication that Claims 4, 8, 14-1 6, 1 9 and 
62-64 contain allowable subject mailer. 

In order to place the application in condition for allowance at this lime, the 
allowable limilaiions of Claim 4 have been added to independent Claim 1. In addition* 
Claims 8, Ifi and 62 liave been rewritten in independent Ibrrn, and Claims 4, 12 and 25- 
61 have been canceled. 

Claim 12 was rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph* as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement While Applicants believe ihai this claim is fully 
suppi^rtcd by the specification as filed, in order to place the application in condition for 
allowance, the claim has been canceled. 

The previous rejection of Claim 41 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, was 
withdrawn. 
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Claims 6 iind 23-24 were rejected under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, for 
antecedent basis issues. Claims 6, 23 atid 24 liave been carefully reviewed and amended 
to address the Examiner's concerns. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the Section 1 12, 
second paragraph rejections are respectl'ully requested. 

The previous rejection of Claims 1-24, 59-61 and 62-64 under 35 USC 1 12, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite, was withdrawn.
